There are only two major items 
of financial policy of which I. will 
make mention: the first is ithe 
change in the system of water fin- 
ances and the second the’ method: of 
making what. is known as the mili- 
tary contribution. = — - - 

Regarding the. former, a hope that 
the scheme now approved. 
set out in detail in the estimates, will 
be found to be a. satisfactory. .com- 
promise between the merging of: water 
finances in the general revenue and 
expenditure, and the complete separa- 
-tion which some have advocated. .The 
new arrangements are designed - to 
secure ultimate control by  Govern- 
ment while ensuring, firstly, that 
adequate provision is made for _ the 
maintenance: of the undertaking’s 
capital equipment and, secondly, that 
water consumers pay no more ‘and 
‘no less than is meee Oke to meet the 
true costs of supply. 

As for the mi itary contribution, I 
could-not fail to be struck, soon after
